BASE CABINET 
Construction Details 

A. Rail and stile with mortise and 
tenon construction. Back stiles l"x 
\%" are mortised to receive heavy 
rails with large tenons %" x y 2 " all 
glued under pressure and reinforced 
with glue blocks which are set into 
grooves and glued. End panels are 
tenoned and glued into stiles and 
assembled in large air clamps under 
pressure to assure a tight and uni- 
form joint and has flush appearance. 
Back panels are gained into the stiles 
and top rails which interlocks all 
members into a rigid cabinet. 

B. All Goppes Napanee drawers are 
full dovetail construction on all cor- 
ners. Rear corners have blind dove- 
tails. The bottom panels of .V oak, 
3 ply, are gained into all sides and 
glue blocked for maximum strength. 




C. All front framing 
members are one inch (1") 
thick, having rail tenons 
%"x%" glued under pres- 
sure. A heavy bottom end 
rail supports the bottom 
panel as well as an extra 
heavy cleat at the front 
behind the rail. A full 
height toe board encloses 
the front of the cabinet.

E. Base shelves are ac- 
tually all oak box trays, 
operating on steel slides 
and nylon wheels. Trays 
are adjustable on 3" cen- 
ters, with micrometer ad- 
justment to minimize side 
play. 



D. Drawer fronts are full %" thick 
5 ply construction with a solid bass- 
wood core. Sides and backs are ,V 
solid oak and are gained for A" oak 
bottom panels. Drawers are suspend- 
ed on furniture type guides which 
have a grooved wood member at- 
tached to the drawer bottom. Draw- 
ers operate on a hard wood guide 
and have a top tilter. Drawer stops 
are provided. u_™— i 
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DESIGN FACTORS 

SINGLE door cabinets must be specified to be 
hinged right or hinged left. In the absence 
of specific instructions, hinging will be at 
the discretion of Coppes, Inc. 

LOCKS must be specified when desired, unless 
they are specifically listed as standard 
equipment.

All doors are %" thick 5 ply con- 
struction having clear selected hard 
maple faces and a solid lumber 
basswood core. 



C. The %" thick end panel of solid 
maple is tenoned into a grooved stile 
and assembled under pressure.

D. The front framing members are 
all 1" thick with the rails having 
%"x%" tenons. The fa" thick shelf 
is gained into the ends and is se- 
cured to a shelf support behind the 
front rail which is assembled with 
glue and screws. 



MIRRORS may be added on any cabinet as 
optional extras. 

SHELVES in wall cabinets are peg type, ad- 
justable on 3" centers. 

SHELVES in base cabinets are boxed trays, 
adjustable on 3" centers, and operate on 
steel slides and nylon wheels.

The special facilities of Coppes, Inc., 
permit the manufacture and assem- 
bly of counter tops in a practically 
unlimited arrangement of materials, 
shapes, styles, and sizes. 

Heat and/or pressure are used to 
permanently bond plastics, maple or 
stainless steel, to a securely 
anchored, tough wood core, after 
which all exposed edges are framed 
with stainless steel moldings; or 
they can be self-edged with the 
counter top materials. The full 
height back and end splashers are 
rigidly joined to the counter top 
with 3-inch No. 12 screws at 6-inch 
intervals, and stainless steel feather- 
edged cove metal is applied be- 
tween the top and back splashers to 
provide a tight waterproof and sani- 
tary seal. 



BUILT-IN RANGES 




Coppes Napanee custom counter-top 
electric ranges are available in 
three models with seven-speed 
switches, outlet receptacles, and 
light indicators in the switch panels. 
One model is a two-burner unit with 
remote control switches; another is 
a four-burner unit with top mounted 
switches; the third is a four-burner 
with top mounted switches and one 
thermostat controlled unit. 

Cabinets to house these burners are 
available in 36", 42", and 48" widths 
in the 300, 400, and 600 series* for 
the four-burner models, in addition 
to the regular RB base series. The 
two-burner unit with front mounted 
switches is confined to the RB base 
series. (*To designate a 300, 400 
or 600 series cabinet for use with a 
Coppes Napanee electric range, use 
the prefix CN before the cabinet 
number.) 

Set in gleaming stainless steel these 
burners provide a tailored counter 
top for those who do not want the 
"drop-in" look of the conventional 
installation.

All face joints to have not less than 3 / a "x 3 A" tenons 
which shall be thoroughly glued and without face nailing and be 
assembled under pressure. BASE CABINETS to have not less than 
Y\t" end panels tenoned into front and back stiles and reinforced with 
3 additional horizontal members. Back panel to be not less than 
Ym," set into grooved back stiles and rail. Bottom panel to be not 
less than )U" thick securely attached to adjacent members. Top 
corners to be reinforced with 4 glue blocks and/or screwed as 
required. Each cupboard base to be equipped with 1 adjustable 
and sliding oak tray, operating on steel slides and nylon wheels. 

WALL CABINETS to be of the same basic construction as base 
caoinets as to solid framing material. End panels to be not less 
than %" solid maple lumber. Top panel to be not less than ,V 
set into rabbeted ends and securely attached. Back panel to be 
not less than 3U" and be set into grooved ends and securely at- 
tached to grooved and tenoned top hanger rail and at bottom to 
bottom rai!. All cabinet shelves shall be adjustable and be not less 
than "ie" thick, and of solid maple- lumber with rounded front edges. 
Bottom shelf to be of solid maple lumber not less than I'm" thick set 
into grooved ends and securely attached to front rail and back 
hanger rail. All cases shall bear identification tags or be stenciled 
giving case number. 

BASE CABINETS to have not less than &" end panels tenoned into 
front and back stiles and reinforced with 3 additional horizontal 
members. Back panel to be not less than , 3 iV set into grooved back 
stiles and rail. Bottom panel to be not less than lit," thick securely 
attached to adjacent members. Top corners to be reinforced with 



4 glue blocks and/or screwed as required. Each cupboard base 
to be equipped with 1 adjustable and sliding oak tray operating on 
steel slides and nylon wheels. Adjustment to be made on 3" centers 
vertically and also have horizontal adjustment. 

HARDWARE: To be of high quality of heavy materials suitable for 
their intended use. All doors to be held in a closed position with 
permanent-type magnetic catches and adjustable strikes. Where 
locks are provided on multiple doors, the left-hand door will be 
secured from the inside with a mechanical catch with a spring 
release, but the door shall close independent of the release. Hinges 
are to be semi-concealed, 5-knuckle type with bullet tips and not 
less than 1%" long and. of .058 material thickness with a pin 
diameter of .125. Plating finishes to be from manufacturer's stock. 

PULLS to be of die cast material of a modern design and smooth 
finish, free of any crevices, for easy cleaning. Plating finishes to 
match hinges. 

LOCKS to be all brass construction with 14 tumblers having a %" 
diameter barrel with a %x?U bolt with 3 / a throw. All locks for either 
door or drawers will be rear surface mounted. All locks to be master 
keyed whether keyed alike or different where specified. 

FINISH to be outlined in schedule under manufacturer's standard 
enamel or stain finishes. Stain or clear finishes to be of especially 
formulated synthetic lacquer prepared for institutional or school use. 
Though extremely hard and tough, this finish will be resistant to 
cracking and cold checking, as well as to fruit acid, diluted chemical 
acids, cosmetics, alcohol and water. This finish to be applied over 
properly prepared surfaces and done with only best of workmanship 
and practice and standards and be applied in 3 coats with proper 
sanding between applications. 

ENAMEL FINISHES as outlined under manufacturers standard colors 
to be of synthetic materials in high gloss finish, and as well, be 
prepared for institutional use. This finish to be applied in not less 
than 3 coats with proper sanding between applications. 

WORKMANSHIP will be done by the best established methods and 
with proper equipment. Inspections to be made in all phases of 
fabrication. 

SHIPPING to be made by the manufacturer in the best manner to 
assure safe delivery, whether it be by padded vans or a crating 
method to the job site. All cases will be complete with the hardware 
attached or provided loose where not practical to ship attached, with 
all necessary scribes, fillers and moldings. All items to be marked 
for identification. 

INSTALLATION to be made under the supervision of the cabinet 
manufacturer using skilled labor especially trained for this work. 
All cases to be installed in the manner recommended by the manu- 
facturer complete with all scribes, moldings and the necessary 
condition as to the outlined plans and specifications.
